the  Council  grant  the  licences,  I suggest  that  the  approj^rip-te  Authority  be 
approp.ched  on  this  matter.  Of  those  milk  samples  taken  by  your  Authority 
during  the  year  all  teats  were  sp.tisfactory.

No  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning  v/ere  report od  during  tho  year. 

The  Coimcil  have  adopted  the  Model  Byelaws  for  tho  Handling,  ¥rapx>ing 
and  Delivery  of  Pood,  cjid  tho  Sale  of  Pood  in  the  Open  Mir, 

I would  emphasize  the  great  importejice  of  oloanliness  in  food 
distribution.  Of  late  years  I have  been  impressed  by  tho  apparent  increased 

frequency  of  throadworuis , both  in  the  child  and  adult,  Eveiy  effort  should 
be  made  to  ensure  cleanliness  of  the  hands  of  those  cooking  food  ond  of  the 
food  itself,  especially  fresh  fruit  and  vegetables, 

■ Ei™- 

The  Council  have  entered  into  rjx  agreement  v/ith  tho  Dorvrent  Valley 
V/ater  Board  for  an  increased  supply  at  the  Source  to  supplement  the  town’s 
existing  supply  from  Pallinge,  v/hich  is  of  excellent  quality.  This  will  allow 
of  rji  increased  quantity  of  water  to  enter  the  Low  Level  Reservoir  and  will 
increase  the  total  supply  to  the  two  reseiaroirs  and  balancing  tonics. 

The  quantity  and  quality  of  the  torai’s  supply  was  satisfo-ctory  during 
the  yocar  - there  being  no  shortage. 

Pour  samples  ¥/ere  ano.lysed  and  found,  to  be  satisfactoiy. 

The  Nev/  five  inch  Trunk  Main  froi.i  the  Derwent  Valley  YLater  Board 
Aqueduct  to  the  Low  Level  Reservoir  ■yras  completed  di.uring  the  year. 

There  ore  several  houses  which  o.re  not  jot  on  the  tovm's  supply: 
there  ore  many  houses  v/ithout  bcaths;  while  one  or  tv/o  hove  to  share  lavatories. 
Sixteen  Pail  Closets  awo.it  conversion.  One  Privy  Midden  was  converted  to 
W.C,  during  the  yeor. 


A Census  Return  which  will  be  o.vailo.ble  in  detail  next  yeo.r  does  not 
t.ake  into  consideration  a large  number  of  people  using  water  who  o.re  alv«rays 
in  the  town  either  by  day  or  night,  viz:-  numbers  in  boo.rding  schools  or  do.y 
schools;  numbers  in  hospito-ls  rjid  Institutions  rjid  in  Hotels  or  rooms,  who 
normally  have  another  place  of  abode;  to  v/hich  number  is  added  tho  influx  of 
visitors,  farmers  and  aniicip.ls  on  Market  days  and  at  other  times.  All  the 
above  are  to  be  considered  transferable  population  not  included  in  the  Total’s 
Census  Population  Return  Figure  which  is  the  basis  used  in  tho  Regional  Survey 
for  the  purpose  of  calculating  the  number  of  gallons  of  water  per  head  per  day 
required  by  the  to'^wi  daily. 

The  old  figoire  of  the  number  of  gallons  of  water  required  per  head  per 
day  which  was  stated  in  text  books  as  30  gc.llons  is,  in  my  opinion,  quite  out 
of  date.  Times  have  changed  - everyone  is  encourc.ged  to  use  water 

much  more  freely.  For  instance,  there  is  a general  drive  for  cleanliness, 
i,e, , v/ashing  of  hends;  washing  of  food-stuffs  - the  regula.r  use  of  baths  - 
the  generalised  use  of  wa.shing  machines  are  all  examples  of  the  higher  hygienic 
standrjrds  v/hich  should  be  encouraged  to-day,  and  in  consequence  a much  higher 
figure  per  head  should  be  mentioned  in  the  Regiono.1  ¥ater  Sui*vey  Report  for 
the  purpose  of  calculating  District  Requirements, 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in.  the  da.ys  to  come  a figure  of  2M)-30  gallons 
per  head  may  be  looked  upon  as  a not  unreasonable  figure  for  urba.n  districts. 

On  page  33  of  the  Report  under  the  heading:  Basis  of  PesigTi  - , it 

states  that  35  gallons  is  the  minimiun  a.llowance  token  as  standard  for  the 
Report  v/hilst  Agricultural  land  was  calcula.ted  at  8,  7 gallons  acre  per 
day.  Cows  in  ca.lf  30  gallons  - other  cattle  13  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

On  Po.gG  33  of  the  Report,  comiuGiit  is  made  of  the  domestic  consumption 
in  the  different  areas  of  the  Report  suggesting  that  39  go.llons  is  extravagent 
and  suggests  waste.  It  would  seem  that  the  calculation  of  requirements  for 
each  ajxja  has  been  based  on  35  gallons  as  being  quite  adequate,  but  not 
assuming  that  as  time  goes  on  the  higher  figure  of  40-45-50  gallons  por  head/ 
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WATUR  COI^ITBrUED : 


per  head  per  day/  is  much  more  in  conf orr.rity  witii  the  more  modem  hygienic 
standards,  iOc  f the  use  of  l;aths,  the  total  conversion  to  the  water  carriage 
system  with  increased  facilities  for  v;ashing  and  cooking. 

On  page  65,  I disagree  v/ith  the  Survey  Estimate  for  this  Urban  District 
of  the  figure  for  1975  as  3500  poxmilation.  'This  would  only  give  an  increase 
of  po]pulation  of  150  in  21  years. 

Prom  the  above  remarks  it  will  be  scon  that  I om  urging  tho.t  the 
hygienic  requirements  of  the  population  should  be  assessed  at  o.  hi^iier  figure 
thm  35  gallons  jper  head  per  day,  nomely:  kO-50  gallons;  that  consideration 
bo  given  to  the  needs  of  a steadily  grow’ing  Harket  Toiwi,  with  a Slaughter  House 
and  Cattle  Morket,  to  which  must  be  added  also  a new  T.T.  Cattle  Mor’kot  and 
that  the  pox-'ula.tion  figure  for  the  ]purposes  of  calculating  ■vaatcr  requirements 
should  be  much  higher  for  a long  tern  policy, 

I am  of  opinion  that  the  existing  storage  capacity  of  this  tovm  is 
not  adequate.  In  consequence  a balancing  tank  on  the  vrast  side  of  the  valley 
should  be  constructed  at  as  high  an  altitude  as  possible,  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  satisfy  the  above  requirements  and  possibly  the  existing  tonic 
enlarged  and  covered.

The  conditions  of  the  Slaughterhouses  under  the  Ilinistry  of  Food 
remained  the  sax;e.  Improvements  which  were  x-^ronised  by  this  Dexoajrfcment  v/ero 
NOT  carried  out. 

The  facilities  for  the  sterilisation  of  Icaives  and  cloths  is  totally 
inadequate.  There  is  no  sox^ara-tion  bet'jTeen  infected  and  non-infectod  Icnives 
and  cloths.  - No  cold  storage  is  provided.  There  is  no  antemortera 

inspection. 

The  various  standards  of  the  Meat  Insxooctors  denonstra.tcs  hov/  importajit 
it  rea.lly  is  for  a qualified  Veterinary  Officer  to  take  over  the  whole  of  the 
Meat  Insx^ection  in  this  Slaughterhouse,  He  would  .also  be  a.blo  to  examine  a.ll 
animals  before  sl<?ughter.  In  viev7  of  the  .aiaount  of  tuberculosis  present,  I 
most  strongly  advise  this  course, 

A site  should  be  selected  for  the  erection  of  an  ux>  to  date  Abbatoir 
for  this  district  v/hich  is  long  overdue, 

Mea.t  Distributing  Centre 

This  Centre  has  worked  well  during  the  year;  but  I again  drav/  attention 
to  the  lack  of  protective  clothing  for  those  men  delivering  moat,  and  to  the 
often  very  dirty  state  of  anj^  coo,ts  or  aprons  used  v/hilc  unloading  mec.t  to  the 
retail  shops  on  the  public  hi^^v/ay.  The  Contractors  are  not  carrying  out 
their  obligations  in  this  respect.  Circular  MF  20/49  l"-ys  down  that  the 
transport  of  meat  by  road  is  under  the  general  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
and  is  undertaken  by  the  Meat  Tronsxjort  Orgenisation,  Ltd,  who  engage  individual 
hauliers.  These  Contractors  v/ho  rre  NOT  Civil  Servants  are  under  agreement  to 
maintain  their  vehicles  in  can  efficient  condition  for  the  Transport  of  Moat, 

They  operate  as  priva.te  concerns  and  ere  subject  to  the  Statutory  requirements 
affecting  their  activities.  It  is  therefore,  a fact,  that  xx^^rsons  engaged  in 
the  transport  and  handling  of  Mea.t  must  comply  with  the  relevant  x'^^aovisions  of 
P.'r'jrt  VI  of  the  Public  Hca.lth  (Meat)  ReguJations,  1924-28,  In  the  event  of 
continued  non-conpli.ancc  -vTith  the  rogula.tlons  by  the  Contra.ctors  the  Council 
will  h.ave  no  option  but  to  t.akc  action.
